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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The terminal disclaimers filed on 7/29/02 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
6,261,743 and 6,316,165 have been reviewed and are accepted. The terminal 
disclaimers have been recorded. 

2. The provisional double patenting rejections of claims 43-45 have been 
withdrawn, as they are the only rejections remaining in the application. 

3. Claims 43-46 and 54-65 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
application is a continuation of 08/640,144, filed 4/30/96 which is a continuation of 
07/792,482 (now US 6,165,697), filed 1 1/1 5/91 . The prior art fails to teach or suggest a 
method for forming a relief image comprising applying on a substrate an antireflective or 
antihalation composition layer and applying over the antireflective or antihalation coating 
a photoresist layer or a coated substrate comprising an antireflective or antihalation 
composition layer and a photoresist layer over the antireflective or antihalation layer, 
wherein the antireflective or antihalation layer comprises an anthracene material.
